FROM  COBBKTr’s  REGISTER,  ACOVST  5. 

To  the  People  oj  all  parties  in  the  United  State? 
of  America. 

OR  THE  NECESSITY  OF  TUEIR  BEING  FHEPAHED 
FOB  THE  DEFENCE  OF  THEIR  COrNTIIT. 

Botley,  July  29,  1815. 

I Before  this  reaches  you,  you  will  have  heard 
ol  the  great  eventv  which  have  taken  place  in 
Europe.  Those  events,  if  you  seriously  1-  ok 
at  them,  will  convince  you,  that  it  is  high 
j time  for  you  to  betake  yuurselvts  to  the  mean* 
of  making  your  country  a durable  asylum  for 
the  oppressed  of  all  nations;  a safe  abode  of 
freedom  This  is,  in  no  way,  to  be  d me,  but 
by  arming  yourselves,-  by  keeping  younelves 
constantly  armed  ; by  being,  at  all  times  rea- 
dy to  enter  the  field  ot  ba  tie  ; and  this  state 
ol  pre  araiioii  is  to  be  effected  only  by  wise 
organisation. 

If  you  look  into  our  newspapers  of  a fort-- 
night  past,  you  will  see,  that  they  have  now 
openly  and  unreservedly  promulgated  princi- 
ples, according  to  which  your  country  might 
be  laudably  invaded,  your  cities  laid  in  a dies, 
your  women  violated,  yourselves  robbed  and 
murdered,  even  in  the  hour  of  peace.  Yolk 
will  see,  that  they  recommend  the  perpetual 
imprisonment,  or  the  murder,  of  NaroiEun,  who 
hob  giveu  himself  up  as  a prisoner  oj  tour,  whose 
victories  Were  never  sUmed  by  cruelly  or  in- 
sult tu  the  captive,  and  to  whose  clemency  so 
many  old  reigning  families  owe  the  preserva- 
tion of  that  power,  under  the  combination  of 
which  he  has,  at  last,  fallen.  You  will  see. 
that  they  recommend  the  murder  of  every 
man,  who  has  distinguished  himself  by  his  ex- 
ertion* against  the  horrible  feudal  and  eccle- 
siastical tyranny  formerly  existing  in  France. 
You  will  see,  that  they  almost  literally  th.rst 
for  the  blood  of  every  man  in  France,  who  ha* 
done,  or  who  is  suspected  of  wishing  to  do, 
any  thing  to  preserve  the  liberties  of  the 
Fiench  nation.  You  will  see,  that,  now  that 
Napoleon  is  wholly  unable  to  act  against  the 
kings  ol  Europe,  these  me  are  directing  their 
malice  against  ail  that  they  think  likely  to  op- 
pose their  views  ol  universal  oppression  Yota 
will  sec,  that,  as  the  King  ot  F.ai.ce  d ,es  not 
appear  disposed  to  shed  blood,  and  to  strip  ’he 
people  almost  ot  their  very  skins,  these  mett 
are  urging  the  Allies  to  take  the  work  into 
their  own  bands  You  will  see,  in  short,  that 
the;  have  now  undisguisedly  avowed,  that 
England  and  Europe  can  never  be  safe,  while 
one  particle  of  freedom  ia  lefi  in  Franc-  ; while 
any  thing  but  misery  and  slavery  are  left  in 
that  populous  and  extensive  c -untry. 

V\  e are  cot  to  believe  it  possible,  that  these 
savage,  these  murderous  recommendations, 
will  be  followed  ; nor,  il  followed,  are  we  to 
believe,  that  the  wishes  ot  these  fiends  in  hu- 
man shape  would  be  accomphsned  We  are 
not  to  believe  it  possible,  that  an;  king  or  any 
minuter,  will  entertain  the  wish,  mud,  leas  at- 
tempt the  deed,  ol  making  neighboring,  or  ri- 
val nations,  wretched  “for  a century,'  left 
theii  growth  and  pi  ospn  1 1)  should  endanger 
his  power  and  means  ol  living  in  splendor. 
We  are  not  to  bel.eve  it  possible,  for  -nstaoce, 
that  any  king,  or  minister,  ol  England,  will 
ever  entertain  the  horrid  wish  of“  putting  you 
back  for  a century,”  that  you  may  not  be  alile. 
cope  with  him.  But,  while  you  actually  see 
that  there  are  public  Writ  rs,  even  in  tbiscouB-' 
try,  who  not  only  openly  avow  such  wislie*. 
and  that,  too,  with  respect  to  America,  as  well 
as  with  respect  to  F ance,  ought  you  not  to 
think  il  possible,  that,  in  some  part  or  other  of 
the  world,  sooner  or  later,  the  principles  of 
these  men  may  possess  the  mi nda  of  those  who 
may  be  able  to  endeavor,  at  least  to  put  them 
into  execution  l 

These  writers  are  men  of  gre.t  weight  in 
the  world.  You  have  6een  the  numerous  in- 
stances in  which  they  appear  to  have  been  th» 
dictators  of  faction  m mighty  afla.rs  Their 
writings  are  hever  to  be  despised  They  are 
always  to  be  attended  to  ,■  and,  I beseech  you, 
to  attend  to  them.  They  hale  you  mortally, 
chiefly  because  you  are  really  fee,  and  because 
you  exh.bit  to  the  world  the  great  example  of 
order,  tranquility,  pn>-.perity  unparatled,  un- 
der a government  of  sucli  mildness  and  chrufi- 
I ness  They  are  men  ol  excellent  memo  es  : 

: revenge  i.  uever  extinguished  tn  heir  breasts  : 
from  the  same  motive  that  they  now  recommend 
the  murder  oj  the  great  and  generous  conyu  rof 
of  the  continent  of  Europe  they  would,  tf  they 
had  the  power,  tear  your  bodies  to  pie  ces  Be 
you  assured,  that  those  men  will  die,  without 
having  felt  une  single  moment  ol  solid  sati»- 
faction,  unless  they  see  your  po  itical  institutions 
destroyed,  your  country  made  a heap  of  ruins,  and 
yourselves  reduced  to  the  most  degrading  slave- 

ry-  , 

While  you  know,  that  such  passions  are  ex- 
isting in  the  world  ; while  you  see,  that  the 
human  mind  may  be  so  brutalized,  so  corrupt- 
' ed,  and  so  hardened  against  the  feelings  which 
I tenure  inspires,  it  becomes  you  to  guard  your 
liberties  and  your  lives — to  begin  betimes  to 
; prepare  for  'heir  protection  against  the  acts  to 
I which  such  passions  may  finally  lead  And, 

J let  not  any  party  amongst  you  suppose,  that 
these  men.  if  they  could  Stir  up  an  enrmya- 
gainst  you,  would  make  an;  exceptions  ut  favor 
of  that  pany.  Untl  they  saw  halt  a mill  r n of 
the  allies  in  France,  they  were  applauding  the 
Royalists,  and  urging  them  to  cut  the  tlm  .t» 
of  their  republican  c untrymen  Bui,  now, 
the;  make  no  distinction  It  is  now  Franck 
that  is  to  be  punished ; it  is  now,  not  Napoleon, 
not  Ihe  Jacobins  ; it  is  France  that  is  to  be 
“ put  back  for  a century  *'  Only  think,  for  a 
fnoment,  ot  the  means  that  must  be  used  to  ac- 
. Complish  such  a purpose  Only  think  opthe 
I pillaging,  the  murders,  the  acts  of  devastation 
I which  are  necessary  even  to  afford  a chance  of 
effecting  such  an  end  Only  think  of  the  ran- 
cour, the  bloody-mindedness,  that  must  have 
engendered  such  an  idea.  These  men  now  ap. 
plaud  the  Federalists,  whom  they  call  the 
“ sound  part  of  the  people.”  Bui , if  they  could 
urge  any  power  to  invade  you,  the  Federalist* 
Would  soon  find,  as  the  Royalists  in  France 
now  do,  that  it  is  against  the  w hole  country  a- 
gainst  the  prosperity  and  happiness  ot  the 
whole  nation,  that  ’.belt  hatred  ia  directed. 
Now  and  then,  when  thrown  offiheir  guard  by 
some  particular  cause  ol  exasperation,  they 
Confound,  In  their  abuse,  both  parties  undef  tbe 
name  ol  “ the  mericans,-”  and  I have  been  not 
a little  amused  at  reading,  in  a Boston  federal 
papei,  serious,  but  very  plaintive,  rtmuinirsn- 
ees  upon  this  score,  stating.  '•  that  it  is  unjust 
in  these  ur  writers  t.  confound  the  d fli  rent 
descriptions  ..f  Americans  thus:  fbst  they 
ought  i discriminate  that  they  are  right  10 
ve  ting  their  haired  againt  the  democr  ,-  but 
that  they  should  recollect,  that  the  Jederaltt'g 


re  a very  poor!  and  respectable  sort  of  people, 
Covers  of  order  ami  religion,  and  that,  besides, 
they  actually  light  the  battles  of  these  writers 
in  America.”  Let  these  malignant  men  only 
be  able  to  stir  tip  the  means  of  doing  you  mis- 
chief, ana  the  authors  of  these  humble  wailings 
Will  soon  see,  that  their  hatred,  like  the  bullet, 
is  no  respecter  of  parties  or  persons.  Before 
the  allies  were  in  Prance,  they  told  us,  that 
all  the  “ sound  part  of  the  community,”  (keep 
this  phrase  in  nnnd)  were  decidedly  in  favor  of 
the  king,  and  especially  the  “ good  and  res- 
pectable Bourgo’sie.  But,  non>  they  announce 
to  us,  with  delight,  the  sums  of  money  and  the 
masses  of  food  and  drink,  which,  as  they  tell 
us,  the  allies  are  compelling  the  “sound"  as 
well  as  unsound  to  pay.  They  tell  us,  with 
particular  satisfaction,  that  the  “ honest  old 
marshal  Blncher,”  is  quartering  his  soldiers 
upon  the  people  of  Paris , that  is  upon  the 
good  and  respectable  Hourguisic ,”  who  were  so 
hearty  and  faithful  in  the  cause  of  the  king 
This  is  the  treatment  they  approve  of  as  to  the 
royalists  in  France ; this  is  the  way,  in  which 
they  turn  round  upon  their  friends  there.  And, 
would  they  not  do  the  same  tov  aids  their 
friends  in  America  ■ ' 

I will  here  insert  a passage  from  the  Timts 
newspaper  and  one  from  the  Courif.h,  under 
the  date  of  the  28'h  July,  1815,  in  order  to 
give  yon  a specimen  of  the  views  of  our  lead- 
ing public  prints.  Ami  again  and  again  I be- 
seech you  to  mark  veil  their  conduct  : for  I 
tell  you,  as,  indeed,  you  must  know,  that  they 
are  not  singular  iwTheir  way  of  thinking.  We 
will  first  hear  the  Courier: 

“We  have  been  given  to  understand 
that  the  conditions  which  the  allied  sove- 
reigns think  it  necessary  to  dictate  to 
France  in  h<  r twice  captured  capital, 
will  be  made  known  in  a few  days.  One 
of  the  French  papers  on  Monday  announ- 
ces that  the  treaty  of  Paris  is  to  be  main- 
tained— that  of  coutse  the  territory  of 
France  remains  untouched — that  there 
are  to  be  contributions  imposed  for  the 
cxpencesot  the  war,  all  participation  in 
which  it  is  understood,  have  been  re- 
nounced by  two  of  the  Powers  (we  trust 
we  are  not  one) — that  the  allied  troops 
will  soon  retire,  except  about  150,000 
Russians,  who  will  evacuate  the  country 
by?5,000  at  a time,  in  proportion  as  the 
French  army  becomes  re-orgai  ized ; 
that  the  Emperor  of  Austria  has  declared, 
that  wishing  to  avoid  all  causes  of  jeal- 
ousy or  umbrage,  he  will  not  leave  a sin- 
gle Austrian  corps  in  France.  The 
Journalist  then  concludes  with  compli- 
ments to  the  magnanimity  of  the  Allied 
Powers.  Magnanimity  ! call  it  rather 
folly  ; but  we  do  not  and  cannot  believe 
them  to  be  capable  of  throwing  away  in 
this  manner  the  advantages  they  have 
gained,  and  of  sacrafiCing  their  duty  to 
their  subjects.  Leave  the  French  terri- 
tory as  it  was  ! and  thus  leave  her  the 
] lower  to  disturb  again  the  repose  of  I.  u - 
rope  endanger  Belgium  ! for  will  any 
man  say  she  can  be  secure  whilst  France 
keeps  her  northern  fortresses? — The 
paragraph,  therefore,  in  the  Paris  Journal, 
cannot  be  correct.  The  following  ar- 
rangement, we  hear,  will  be  found  to  be 
nearer  the  truth — The  immediate  dis- 
disbandtng  of  the  army  of  the  Loire  by 
the  King — an  Ordinance  to  that  effect 
may  be  expected  in  a day  or  two. — Why 
not  extend  the  Decree  to  the  other  armies 
of  France  ? The  raising  another  army 
comprised  of  men  that  have  proved  their 
fidelity  to  the  King.  The  delivery  en 
depot  to  the  Allies  of  the  three  strongest 
fortresses  till  this  new  army  is  raised  and 
ready  to  act — Eight  millions  of  francs  as 
an  indemnification  to  the  Allies  of  their 
expences  j (800  millions  would  not  indem- 
nify them.)-— T :ie punishment  of  the  prin- 
cipal offenders  to  he  left  to  the  prudence 
ol  the  King. — If  such  be  the  principal 
outlines  of  the  new  arrangements,  we 
can  only  say,  that  they  will  be  any  thing 
. but  satisfac  ory.  A new  army  may  be 
faithful  and  loyal  to.  the  King  and  the 
King  may  be  pacifically  inclined ; but 
suppose  he  should  not  ; suppose  his  suc- 
cessor should  not ; suppose  he  should  be 
forced  to  follow  the  war-like  impulse  of 
the  nation.  The  real  wise , and  sane  poli- 
cy is  to  reduce  the  power  of  France  ; that 
is  the  only  way  to  prevent  her  from  dis- 
turbing the  peace  of  Europe.  It  is  with 
nations  as  with  individuals.  Who  of  US, 
after  being  HUMBLED  BY  AN  ENE- 
MY, IS  NOT  ANXIOUS  TO  BE  RE- 
VENGED OF  THAT  ENEMY  ? We 
should  insist  upon  the  surrender,  or  at 
least  the  razing,  all  the  northern fortresses 
of  France  : we  should  make  her  give  up 
spoliations  of  Louis  XIV.  Why  not  be- 
stow Lorraine  upon  .Austria,  and  Alsace 
upon  Prussia  ? Lastly,  every  one  of  her 
pictures  and  statues  should  be  removed." 

Pray  mark  well  the  words,  which  I have  put 
in  large  capitals.  Mark  the  words:  “ who  of 
US,  alter  being  HUMBLED  BY  AN  ENEMY. 
IS  NOT  ANXIOUS  TO  BE  REVENGED  OF 
I1IA1  ENEMY?”  Mark  these  words,  write 
them,  engrave  them,  in  your  minds  never 
lose  sight  of  them  for  a m ament.  They  speak 
to  you,  and  that,  too,  with  a voice  or  thunder— 
But,  to  turn  to  France.  You  see,  now,  they 
are  for  acting  as  if  the  king— aye,  as  if  the 
Bourbon  king  was  their  enemy,  lie  was  every- 
thing that  was  good,  till  the  allies  got  posses 
sion  of  the  capital,  manv  of  the  fortresses,  and 
a large  part  of  the  territory  of  France  ; before 
that  time,  these  men  only  wanted  to  get  rid  of 
Napoleon,  that  disturber  of  Europe  ; but  the 
moment  France  w as  in  their  hands,  tliev  could 
no  longer  trust  even  the  king.  They  now,  as 
you  see,  wish  to  dismember  and  cripple  and 
even  destroy  France.  They  now  cry  for  the 
destruction  of  the  power,  not  of  any  men  or 
any  party,  hut  the  power  of  France  herself. 

Let  us  now  hear  the  Editor  of  the  Times  of 
the  same  date.  After  calling  upon  the  govern, 
mem  to  murder  Napoleon  ; after  asserting, 
that,  if  he  be  not  publicly  put  to  death,  Lies' 
pard  Was  murdered,  he  proceeds  thus : 

“ It  '»  considered,  what  effect  the 
knowledge  ot  his  being  in  existence  must 
necessarily  have  on  the  disaffected  in 
every  part  of  Europe  ? They  will  think, 
and  think  with  truth,  that  the  Allied  Sove- 
reigns a. e afraid  to  touch  the  life  ol  a 
man  who  lias  so  many  adherents  and  ad- 
mirers. I ms  ol  course , will  increase  the 

I 


number  of  his  adherents  and  the  fervour 
of  their  admiration.  If,  in  the  cL.pt h of 
his  degradation,  their  idol  can  inspire  re- 
spect, if  the  cultivators  of  religion,  and 
virtue,  and  loyalty,  are  forced  to  bow 
down  before  the  splendor  of  bis  crimes, 
even  when  under  eclipses,  what  must 
they  do  at  the  happy  moment,  when  he 
bursts  forth  again  from  behind  the  cloud 
— a moment  towards  which  his  followers 
will  look  with  more  devout  anxiety  than 
the  Indian  docs  at  the  first  dawning  of  a 
day,  marked  by  astrology  as  the  most 
fortunate  of  his  life.  Indeed  it  must  be 
granted  that  the  extraordinary  escapes 
which  this  man  has  had  from  the  hands  of 
justice  are  wed  calculated  to  create  a 
kind  of  superstition  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  have  been  already  dazzled  by  bis 
fame.  He  trusts  himself  to  those  whom 
he  has  most  injured,  as  Daniel  braved  the 
lin  y of  the  lions,  or  as  the  three  Brethren 
walked  through  the  fiery  furnace — and 
our  folly,  our  cowardice  works  the  mira- 
cle of  his  safety  ! — As  long  as  lie  lives, 
therefore,  treason  and  rebellion  must  be 
every  where  at  work.  Ilis  escape,  his 
release,  his  re-appearance  must  he  con- 
stant ly  expected.  Instead  of  an  infamous 
criminal,  he  will  lie  considered  as  an  in- 
jured Prince  unjustly  kept  from  the  em- 
braces and  salutations  of  a longing  peo- 
ple ; and  when  at  last  he  breaks  prison 
(which  sooner  or  later  he  undoubtedly 
will  do,)  his  return  will  be  more  trium- 
phant, and  his  power  more  consolidated 
titan  ever.  He  is  to  be  guarded  by  an 
i English  regiment.  But  the  whole  regi- 
ment is  not  always  on  guard — is  it  ima- 
I gined  that  an  English  sentinel  alone  can 
j neither  be  bribed  nor  eluded?  In  the 
English  army,  too,  it  may  be  asked 
; whether  there  are  none  of  those  weak  and 
j unreflecting  men,  who  admire  daring  suc- 
! cessful  crime  ? To  speak  plainly , is  it  not 
a known  fact , that  many  even  of  the  Eng- 
' Ush  officers  are  personal  admirers  of  Aa- 
\poleon  Bonaparte  ? Most  of  these  young 
i gentlemen  (for  it  is  of  the  younger  sort 
that  I speak)  have  no  better  reading  than 
| the  Morning  Chronicle,  or  the  Edinburg 
j Review,  or  some  other  worthless  produc- 
| lion,  in  which  the  Monster  is  usually  de- 
] scribed  as  the  first  of  Heroes,  the  great 
' Captain  of  the  age,  Sue. — It  is  no  wonder 
that  such  studies  should  dazzle  their  ima- 
gination, and  confound  their  moral  sense ; 
and  we  may  be  assured  that  so  long  as 
Aaholeon  Bonaparte  lives  this  very  seri- 
ous evil  will  go  on  increasing.” 

Now,  can  you  suppose,  that  a Monster,  1 ks 
this  writer,  who  would  commit  a deliberate 
murder  in  revenge  on  a man  for  being  an  ob- 
ject of  admiration,  would  not,  if  he  could,  glad- 
ly cut  all  your  throats,  men,  women,  and  chil- 
dren ? The  fears  that  the  wretch  feels  and 
descr.bes  are  a proof  of  the  falsehoods  of  his 
accusation;  for,  if  Napoleon’s  deeds  were  such 
as  he  asserts  them  to  have  been,  what  reason 
can  there  lie  to  take  away  his  life  lest  so  large 
a part  of  mankind  should  still  feel  ai,  interest 
in  his  fate  ? He  would  have  Napoleon  murder- 
ed, not  because  he  has  done  that  which  has 
made  liim  an  object  of  hatred  and  contempt; 
but  because  he  has  done  that,  which  has  made 
him  an  object  of  love  and  admiration.  Having 
thus  disposed  of  Napoleon,  lie  comes  to  the 
French  army,  the  whole  of  whom  also,  he  seems 
to  wish  to  see  disposed  ot  in  the  same  bloody 
way. 

“ The  first  point,”  says  he,  “ and  with- 
out which  all  others  would  be  nugatory, 
is  that  the  army  of  the  Loire,  whatever 
may  be  the  terms  on  which  the  King 
might  be  disposed  to  accept  of  its  sub 
mission,  shall  be  disbanded  ; an  intima- 
tion to  that  effect  will,  we  have  some  rca 
son  to  suppose,  be  published  in  a day  or 
two.  If  the  troops  give  up  their  arms, 
disperse  and  retire,  as  they  will  be  re 
quired  to  do,  their  past  rebellion,  atro- 
cious as  it  has  been,  will  be  overlooked ; 
but  should  they  obstinately  persevere  in 
their  criminal  conduct,  we  suppose  that 
they  themselves  can  hardly  wish  to  be 
forgiven  ; a preponderating  force  will  be 
sent  against  them.  Indeed,  that  this  ar- 
my got  together  by  treason,  led  by  the 
traitor  himself  into  the  field,  and  there 
defeated,  should  think  it  possible  that  it 
can  co-exist  with  any  regular  and  legal 
government,  is  incredible.  Our  great 
doubt  as  to  the  effectual  execution  of  this 
article,  results  irom  the  character  and 
habits  of  the  men  ; they  are  chiefly  with- 
out homes,  inured  only  to  camps,  garri- 
sons, battles,  and  familiar  with  no  other 
hopes  than  such  as  are  incident  to  those 
courses  of  file,  plunder,  advancement,  or 
what  they  term  glory  ; so  that  it  is  next 
to  impossible  that  such  men  should  ever 
learn  to  limit  themselves  to  the  sober  ex- 
pectations o/TRANQUIL  LIFE.” 

So  that,  if  these  men  now  attempt  to  pre- 
vent the  absolute  and  entire  conquest  of  their 
country,  they  are  not  to  e.rpect  to  avoid  being 
hanged;  and,  if  they  lay  down  their  arms  and 
are  willing  to  disperse,  they  “have  no  homes," 
and  it  is  impossible,  or  next  to  impossible, 
that  they  should  ever  return  to  tranquil  life 
At  once  ruffian  And  hypocrite  I He  knows  well, 
that,  it  that  army  could  be  completely  anni- 
hilated, Fi  ance  Would  have  no  chance  of  salva- 
tion.  But  let  me  beseech  you  to  recollect 
what  these  men  formerlu  said  about  the  per- 
sons composing  this  same  army.  While  Na- 
poleon  was  leading  this  army  to  victory  ; 
while  this  army  was  following  him  over  Eu- 
rope, these  writers  bewailed  their  fate.  They 
were  then  pour  unhappy  youths,  dragged 
rioin  the  fire-sides  of  their  fond  and  respecta- 
ble parents,  tied  hand  and  toot,  and  thus  carri- 
ed to  the  army  and  compelled  to  fight.  Oh  ! 
how  these  writers  “ pitied”  them  and  their 
parents!  Aye,  that  they  did,  from  the  bot- 
tom «»t  their  souls ! Vile  hypocrites,  and 
they  sow  call  the  same  persons  robbers.  They 
sa)  that  they  are  “ without  homes f and  recom- 
menu  the  massacre  ot  them,  it  being  next  to 
impossible,  that  they  should  return  to  tran- 
quil life. 

And,  do  your  Federalists,  imagine,  that  they 


would  be 


put  in  possession  of  power,  if  these 


the  whole  of  you  in  a lump.  They  would  call 
every  thing  foVy,  11  criminal  weakness,"  short  of 
the  utterruin  of  your  country.  Nay,  have  you 
not  already  had  a specimen  of  their  modera- 
tion ? Before  the  victories  over  Napoleon  last 
year,  they  always  talked  of  “ the  sound  part” 
of  you.  They  only  wished  to  defend  our 
rights,  and  to  live  upon  good  terms  with  you. 
They  said  that  the  “sound  part  of  the  peo- 
ple’’ were  with  them ; and  that  the  war 
party  were  a French  faction,  who  hated  Eng- 
land because  she  was  the  great  “ Bulwark 
of  Religion.”  Do  you  remember  how  they 
changed  their  tone,  ail  to  a moment,  when  they 
heard  of  the  fall  of  'Napoleon  ! Do  you  rf 
member  that  they  then  said  that  no  peace  rout., 
he  made  with  James  Maiiisox;  that  no  treaty 
ought  to  be  signed,  except  at  the  head  quarters 
of  the  English  army  in  the  heart  of  the  United 
Utates?  Do  you  remember  In  w soon  they 
di'opj  ed  all  distinctions  in  their  invectives, 
and  called  for  the  floggiitq  of  “ the  Americans?" 
H«  you  remember  that  they  insisted,  that  no 
peace  should  be  made  with  you,  until  your  po- 
litical institutions  had  been  subverted,  until 
your  civil  and  political  state  had  been  destroy- 
ed ; until  that  “ mischievous  example  of  success- 
ful DEMOCRATIC  U.  REBELLION” had  been 
iloneaway  ? Until  this  was  effected,  they  9aid 
that  there  could  be  no  safety  for  the  regular 
governments  of  the  civilized  world-  Not 
a word  did  they  then  sa y about  the  sound  part 
of  the  community  ; not  a word  aboui  the  Fed- 
eralists ,-  not  a word  about  “ the  good  people 
in  the  Eastern  Slates ;”  not  a word  about  Mr. 
Oils  or  the  other  Misters,  whom  they  used  to 
praise.  They  looked  upon  the  conquest  of 
your  country  as  sure ,-  and  they  were  preparing 
for  calling  aloud  for  the  ” punishment"  of  you 
all.  It  was  the  “ mischievous  example  of  the 
success  of  Democratic  Rebellion’  that  they  wish- 
ed  to  destroy.  And  were  not  the  Federalists 
Democratic  Rebels  as  well  as  the  rest  ? All  your 
presidents  and  all  your  governors,  were  accord- 
ing to  these  men’s  views  of  the  matter,  “ De- 
mocratic Rebels.”  AY  hat  reason,  then,  could 
they  have  to  suppose,  that  they  were,  by  these 
writers,  intended  to  be  spared  any  more  than 
the  rest  of  the  people  ? In  all  their  praises  of 
‘‘the  sound  part  of  the  people”  they  were  ac- 
tuated by  the  desire  of  ob'aining  the  aid  of 
the  Federalists  in  rendering  your  ruin  more 
certain  and  more  complete. 

Two  months  have  not  passed  overour  heads 
since  these  writers  were  applauding  the  send- 
ing of  arms  and  ammunition  to  the  royalists  of 
I.a  Vendee,  whom  they  called  brerve,  faithful,  re- 
ligious, and  whom  they  urged  on  to  exlermi 
nate  the  Jacobins,  as  they  called  them,  who 
were  opposed  to  the  Bourbons.  Now,  be- 
cause the  Vendeans  do  not  seem  to  relish  the 
total  conquest,  the  dismemberment,  and  til 
utter  ruin  of  their  country  by  foreign  armies, 
they  Confound  them  with  the  army  of  Davoost ; 
they  lump  them  along  with  the  other  parties; 
and,  even  accuse  them  of  ingratitude  ? They 
are  called  ungrateful  to  England,  because  they 
do  not  appear  inclined  to  aid  in  the  des- 
poiling even  the  king  of  his  territories  ; even 
that  king  to  fight  for  whom  they  received 
their  arms  and  ammunition  ! But,  what  is  this 
more  than  they  had  before  done  with  regard  to 
your  Federalists’  AA’hen  they  saw  notices  of 
the  Meeting  of  the  Convention  at  Hartford, 
they  chuckled  with  delight  They  cheered 
them  on.  They  applauded  the  conduct  of  the 
promoters.  But,  w hen  the  Convention  broke 
up,  with  merely  agreeing  to  an  application  to 
be  made  to  the  several  states  to  join  them  in 
demanding  a reform  of  the  Federal  Constitu 
tion,  our  writers  turned  round  upon  them  with 
reproaches  of  all  sorts: — “ AY  hat  !”  said  the 
Times  newspaper,  “ is  THAT  ALL  ! AVe  ex- 
pected a division  of  the  Union  to  be  declared  at 
once  ,-  or,  at  least,  the  impeachment  of  Madi- 
son and  his  associates.  These  conventionalists 
are  men  of  no  vigor.  AVhy  do  they  not,  like 
the  brave  Veiuieans,  take  up  arms  and  co  ope- 
rate with  our  naval  and  military  commanders  ? 
This  was  what  we  expected.  Or,  at  the  very 
least,  we  expected  the  neutrality  of  the  New- 
England  States  to  be  declared  As  things  now 
stand,  these  States  ought  no  longer  to  expe- 
rience our  forbearance,  seeing  the  ingratitude 
with  which  our  past  forbearances  has  been  re- 
paid.” 

AA'as  there  ever  impudence  like  this  heard 
of  before  ! Is  not  this  insulting  the  feelings 
of  mankind  .?  And,  what  humiliation  must 
it  have  been  to  Mr.  Otis  and  others,  to 
have  been  objects  of  such  men’s  praise ! I do 
not  impute  to  the  Hartford  Convention  the 
base  design  of  aiding  in  the  subjugation  of  the 
Country  and  in  the  destruction  of  freedom 
amongst  men  ; but  if  we  take  tbe  then  cir- 
cumstances of  America  into  view,  it  is  impos 
6ible  to  deny  that  they  intended  so  to  emb  ir- 
rass  the  General  Government  as  to  compel  it 
to  do  what  would  have  been  disgraceful,  at 
least  to  their  country,  in  order  to  sink  their 
rivals  and  raise  themselves  upon  their  ruin  : 
and  this  was,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  carrying 
party  spirit  to  an  unwarrantable  length. — 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind,  nor  in  that  of 
any  man  of  information  that  I have  ever  con- 
versed with  on  the  subject,  that  it  was  the 
encouragement  held  out  by  the  conduct  of 
men  in  the  Eastern  States,  which  prolonged 
the  war  after  the  peace  of  Paris ; and  indeed, 
it  was  that  encouragement,  which  more  than 
any  thing  else,  produced  the  war.  I hope  that 
those  men  will  now  take  warning.  Thai,  they, 
like  the  Vendeans  will  now  see,  that  the  praises 
bestowed  on  them  by  our  writers  are  only  up- 
on the  presumption,  that  they  are  ready  to  cut 
the  throats  ot  their  countrymen  and  to  aid  in 
the  subjugation  ot  their  country. 

It  we  were  asked  why  these  writers  of  ours 
should  be  such  implacable  enemies  to  the 
freedom  and  happiness  of  mankind  ; why  they 
should  desire  to  stir  up  war,  internal  strife, 
and  all  manner  of  evil  against  every  nation, 
where  freedom  is  enjoyed,  I might  answer, 
that  1 am  not  bound  to  show  the  c.ihsc  of  their 
abominable  wishes,  having  so  clearly  shewn 
that  they  have  those  wishes.  But,  the  cause  ap- 
pears to  be  this  :— they  see,  they  feel,  that  the 
taxes  in  England,  joined  to  other  causes,  must, 
if  tlie  world  be  left  in  quiet  for  years,  produce 
a great  degree  of  decline  in  this  country . — 
These  men  have, for  many  years,  been  bawlers 
for  war.  They  now  tell  us,  that  the  war  has 
been  crowned  with  glorious  success  ; but  they 
foresee  that  peace  to  us  will  be  not  what  peace 
usually  has  been.  They  saw  that  the  peace  of 
Paris  instead  of  crouding  our  ports  with  ships 
and  goods  and  filling  our  streets  with  the  bus 
tie  of  trade,  produced  a calm,  a stillness,  as 
to  trade,  truly  gloomy.  They  saw  that  our 
own  people  Hocked  to  France  for  comfortable 
living  They  saw  enterprising  tradesmen  and 
manufacturers  flocking  to  America.  They 
saw  the  houses  in  and  near  London  untenanted. 
They  every  where  heard  of  the  decay  of  trade, 
and  of  ruined  farmers.  They  saw  that  without 
a law  to  raise  the  price  of  corn,  the  taxes 
could  not  be  paid  by  either  landlord  or  tenant. 
They  saw,  in  short,  that  the  war  had  created 
the  cause  of  impossibility  to  live  in  peace; 
while  France  on  one  side, and  America  on  the

The 
necessities  of  the  government  require  so  large 
a part  of  every  man’s  income  and  earnings, 
thkt  numbers  are  seeking  the  means  of  esca 
ping  the  demand.  Taxes,  when  excessive, 
must  create  paupers  ; because  they  go  on 
pressing  the  whole  of  a people  downwards  ; 
and,  of  course,  those  who  are  but  just  above 
the  poor  list,  are  forced  into  it.  It  lias  lately 
been  stated  in  Parliament,  and,  that  too,  by 
Georok  Rose,  that  the  beggars,  the  common  beg- 
gars, in  the  metropolis  alone,  have  iicreased 
to  thirty  thousand ! Equal  to  nearly  half  the 
whole  population  of  Philadelphia,  when  I liv- 
ed in  it.  This  fact  appears  to  have  been  stated 
by  Geo.  Rose  as  introductory  to  a measure  for 
putting  a stop  to  the  evil.  But  how  > AVould 
lie  send  the  beggars  to  the  country  ? AA’e  are 
overstocked  already.  Observe,  trifling  as  is 
this  village,  scarcely  a day  passes  without 
bringing  one,  and  generally  more,  beggars  to 
my  door.

On  the 
opinion  they  entertain  of  the  situation  of 
France. depends  whether  all  their  desires 
should  be  accomplished.  There  is  no 
sacrifice  to  which  an  euliglvened  people 
will  not  submit,  if  they  find  in  it  the 
means  of  preventing  greater  evils.  Such 
is  th>  disposition,  such  the  determination 
of  all  the  French — Would  they  [the 
alliesj  on  the  contrary  obtain  measures  of 
anticipation  for  unknown  plans  ? It  is  to 
demand  an  impossibility  , there  is  no 
blind  obedience  in  France. — The  powers 
have  hitherto  unfolded  none  of  their  de- 
signs ; no  one  can  form  an  idea  of  what  is 
to  be  done,  cither  of  the  government,  or 
the  authority  of  your  nnjesty,  or  of  the 
future 

Anxiety  and  doubt  are  at  their  height, 
and  even-  thing  appears  a subject  ol  ter- 
ror in  tins  obscurity — but  a single  word, 
and  ail  ihe  dispositions  of  men's  minds 
would  be  changed  There  should  be  no 
obstacle  to  any  measure,  if  il  formed  part 
of  a general  plan  that  should  offer  in  its 
whole  scope  some  encouragement  for 
obedience.  Let  the  sovereigns  deign 
then  to  explain  themselves.  W by  would 
they  refuse  this  act  of  justice  ? Let  them 
condescend  to  combine  all  their  demands 
as  so  many  conditionsof  the  quietness  of 
the  people,  and  let  our  accession  to  all 
their  views  make  part  of  a mutual  treaty 
— there  will  then  be  no  more  difficulty 
The  sovereigns  perhaps  do  not  fully  ob- 
serve in  what  embarrassments  and  what 
obstructionslhey  place  us  and  themse.'ves. 
We  should  have  need  of  good  order  to 
second  them,  and  of  their  explications  to 
establish  this  good  order.  Would  they 
have  sacrifices  who  require  a peremptory 
obedience  ? For  that  purpose  the  auihori- 
t)  of  your  majesty  must  he  full  and  en- 
tir  Nothing  is  possible,  nothing  prac- 
ticable, if  peace  exist  not  in  fact,  at  least ' 
provisonally ; and  far  from  being  at  j 
peace,  we  experience  all  the  scourges  of! 
war. 

Let  the  sovereigns  at  least  bestow 
some  atlention  to  their  interests.  When 
every  thing  will  be  wasted  ar  >und  their  i 
armies,  how  shall  these  armies  find  their 
subsistence  ? Is  there  no  hazard  in  scat- 
tering the  troops  ? All  the  arms  are  not 
yet  taken  away  [from  the  French  people] 
i and  every  man  becomes  murderous  in 
| the  Hands  of  despair.  With  respect  to 
contributions  of  war,  what  new  sacrifices 
should  they  demand,  where  the  soldiers 
shall  have  destroyed  all  ? As  it  regards 
the  force  of  armies,  discipline  once  relax- 
ed is  hatd  to  be  re-established.  Germany 
has  no  room  to  expect  but  that  after  a 
glorious  campaign,  she  will  bring  hack 
her  soldiers  corrupted  by  a spirit  of  li- 
centiousness, caprice,  and  pillage.  Eve- 
ry thing  ought  to  distinguish  this  war 
Irom  others,  instead  ol  imitating,  surpass- 
ing, even  in  France,  the  excesses  against 

which  the  sovereigns  took  up  aruis. 

Their  glory,  will  even  that  be  satisfied  ? 
We  have  done  whatever  they  have  desi- 
red— and  on  their  side,  of  all  that  they 
announced  to  the  world,  is  it  accomplish- 
ed on  a single  point  ? Wtiat  a contrast 
between  tlieii  performance  and  their  most 
solemn  promises  ! This  is  ihe  age  of  rea- 
son and  justice,  and  never  has  public 
opinion  had  greairr  influence.  What 
can  account  for  afflictions  so  excessive, 
after  promise  ol  so  much  moderation  ? 
The  present  war  has  been  commenced  to 
maintain  the  cause  of  legitimacy — is  this 
manner  ot  conducting  the  war  adapted  to 
render  your  majesty  s authority  more  sa- 
cred ? 1 he  allies  resolved  to  dethrone 
and  punish  him  who  made  a sport  of  the 
calamities  of  nations  ; and  theyexeicise 
on  submissive  France  the  same  violence, 
ibt-  same  inhumanity . Ail  Europe 

thought  that  the  entry  of  the  sovereigns 
into  Paris  would  finish  the  var ; — what 
will  they  think  on  learning  that  it  was 


only  then  the  extravagances  of  oppression 
began  without  battles  and  without  resist- 
ance ? The  distresses  which  tin  y upbraid 
us  for  having  brought  on  other  countries 
nave  never  been  so  great ; never— at 
least  they  did  not  take  place  when  the 
employment  ofarmies  had  no  longer  any 
other  object  ; and  it  it  were  tiue  that  we 
had  given  such  an  example  of  the  abuse 
of  foice,  ought  they  to  imitate  it,  since 
they  impute  it  to  us  as  a crime  ? They 
well  know  in  the  north,  they  know  in 
Prussia,  what  energy  and  public  spirit 
our  want  in  moderation  produced  in  ou- 
enemies.  There  could  be  no  end  to  the 
evils  of  humanity  if  alternate  vengeances 
became  a right  ol  war  ; for  nations  never 
die. 

Will  your  majesty  permit  me  to  insist 
on  a concluding  consideration  ? So  long 
as  France  shall  have  any  thing  to  pre- 
serve ; whilst  she  shall  cherish  hopes  of 
sustaining  herself  as  a national  body.no 
sacrifice  will  be  impossible  to  her,  and  all 
the  schemes  of  an  equitable  policy  may 
yet  be  executed  : but,  the  day  when  the 
inhabitants  shall  have  lost  all,  when  their 
ruin  shall  be  completed,  we  shall  see  a 
new  order  of  things  commence,  a new 
series  of  even’s,  because  there  will  be 
neither  government  nor  obedience — 
Blind  tury  shall  succeed  to  resignation; 
they  will  take  no  council  but  from  des- 
pair; they  will  desolate  on  both  sides; 
pillage  will  make  war  upon  pillage; 
every  step  of  the  foreign  soldiery  will  be 
stained  with  blood — France  will  have 
less  siiame  in  destroying  herself  than  in 
suffering  others  to  destroy  her.  That 
moment  approaches  : Already  is  the  na- 
tional spirit  taking  this  fiightful  direc-, 
tion  : a fusion  is  forming  amon,.  parties* 
the  most  opposite  ; Vendee  itself  in  this 
excess  ol  calamities  brings  her  colors 
nearer  those  of  the  army.  What  pari 
will  be  left  your  majtsty  hut  to  retire  ? 
Public  functionaries  will  of  themselves 
abandon  their  places,  ane.  the  armies  ol 
the  sovereigns  will  then  be  within  the 
hold  of  individuals  freed  fiom  all  social 
obligations — A people  of  thirty  millions 
may  disappear  from  the  earth,  but  in  this 
war  of  man  against  man,  more  than  one 
tomb  will  enclose  together  both  victors 
and  vanquished.

Jlncwer  of  the  French  Mirtiitere  to  the  Official 
jYote  of  the  .lUied  Sovereigns. 

“The  King’s  Ministers  have  received  the 
official  note  addressed  to  them  by  tlie  M inisters 
of  ihe  Allied  Powers  Thelattei  Wish  to  per 
suade  the  King’s  Minis  ers,  that  the  measures 
which  they  have  Commanded  to  the  government 
of  Pans,  aie  such  as  may  c ntribute  to  dimin- 
ish the  exactions  of  the  war,  and  to  re  establish 
the  royal  authority.  The  king’s  ministers, 
however,  unfortunately,  cannot  regard  these 
measures  in  that  point  of  view  They  owe  it 
to  the  Sovereigns,  to  Prance  and  to  themselves, 
to  explain  hemselves  on  this  subject.  The 
sovereigns,  doubtless,  are  the  masters,  and  can 
dcV  w’hatever  they  desire,  but  at  any  rate  let 
them  not  say,  that  in  taking  every  step  calcu- 
lated to  ruin  the  cause  of  his  Majesty,  that 
they  wish  to  confer  any  lavor  on  him.  There 
is  already  in  France  too  much  odium  and  ill 
will  against  tlie  Bourbons,  tu  render  is  nece9- 
-ary  still  more  to  revolt  every  heart  by  making 
the  nation  experience  the  greatest  losses  and 
the  deepest  humiliations.  What  humiliation 
can  be  mo.e  afflicting  titan  to  see  in  a time  of 
peace  all  the  departments  subjected  to  your 
military  governors — what  misfortune  more  to 
be  deprecated  than  the  despersion  of  your 
troops  over  the  whole  face  of  the  country  f 
Tin  sovereigns  declared  that  then  only  made  mur 
against  A'npovon,  and  yet  ali"  r measures  nelie 
t/v  ir  words,  since  at  the  pres  nit  moment,  when 
the  war  ought  to  be  finished  tt  is  only  about  to 
commence  The  present  position  of  Fiance  is 
so  much  the  more  afflicting,  as  were  war  openly 
declared  (which  it  is  not)  it  is  utterly  impos- 
sible that  she  can  suffer  in  a greater  degree 
all  its  evils,  and  all  its  horrors.  Every  where, 
wherever  the  armies  are  (all  excepting  the 
English)  pillage,  fire,  rape,  and  murder,  have 
been  carried  to  their  fullest  extent  ; avarice 
and  vengeance  have  left  nothing  for  the  officers 
and  soldiers  to  desire. — To  speak  with  free- 
dom, they  exceed  even  the  attrocities  of  which 
the  French  armies  have  been  too  often  justly- 
accused  The  measures,  however,  alluded  to 
in  your  Note,  can  have  no  other  result  than  to 
extend  the  limits  of  this  devastation  The 
armies  spread  themselves  in  our  provinces,  and 
all  the  horrors  which  we  have  depicted  follow 
in  their  train.  Such  are  ihe  .sentimels  of  the 
King’s  Ministers  on  the  new  Decree,  and  their 
answer  to  the  appeal  which  has  been  made  to 
tlipm
